’Macdonald .said the seg- 
ment presented three men 
who claimed to be former 
FBI informants and who al- 
leged that the FBI sanction- 
ed their participation in 
.various acts of violence, in- 
cluding the bombing of a 
U.S. Post Office building. 

Macdonald said that ac- 
cording to reports FBI Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover wrote 
PBS that the charges were 
“totally and absolutely false.” 

Originally scheduled for 1 
viewing Wednesday night, 
the segment was deleted at 
the “last minute” by network 
officials in New York, the 
congressman said. 

“The fact that this incident 
took place at, all . justifies 
concern,” Macdonald said, 
“but the fact that it involves 
our public broadcasting sys- 
■ tern makes it even more 
serious.”
